New York, Nov. 3.—If the election 
next Tuesday runs true to form, as 
revealed by surface conditions of the 
last two weeks, Herbert C. Hoover, Re- 
publican, will be elected President of 
. the United States over Alfred E: Smith, 
Democrat by an electoral vote in excess 
of 300 and by the largest popular 
majority ever received by a nominee 
for the Presidency. 


The latter prediction is based on an 
unprecedented vote, which is expected 
to reach and probably exceed 40,000,- 
000. It is no reflection on Gov. Smith's 
vote-getting ability, since observers 
generally are agreed that the popular 
vote for each nominee will far exceed 
the biggest vote ever polled by any 
nominee of his party heretofore. 

Breaking down of party lines in all 
sections of the country because of the 
religious and prohibition issues has 
made the 1928 presidential election a 
difficult one to gauge in advance, but 
all straws point to the election of Mr. 
Hoover by a decisive majority. His vic- 
tory may assume landslide proportions. 


Logic Is With Hoover. 


If there is an upset to the preelection | 


calculations of the so-called experts, it 
will be because. Gov. Smith lands the 
bulk of the 10,000,000 or more new 
voters who will march to the polls for 
the first time next Tuesday. There is 
nothing upon which to base 
assumption. No one knows how the 
majority of them will vote, but the 
logic of the situation leads to the con- 
clusion that they will support the Re- 
publican ticket. 

The natural assumption, 
increase in registration 
throughout vo rountry, and not con- 
fined to certaiz. spots, is that the Re- 
publicans, eg in a vast majority in 
the country, will profit by the increased 
registration in proportionately the same 
ratio that the, led in the normal vote 
heretofore. There are other signs to 
indicate thay Mr. Hoover will fare bet- 
te at the hands of the new voters than 
Gov. Smith.

Fought at Four sronts. 


The 1928 campaign has been fought | 


on four battle fronts—the Democratic 
South, said to be wavering in its sup- 
port of Gov. Smith this ye:..; the bor- 
der States, normally of Democratic lean- 
ings, but doubtful territory this year; 
the Middle West and Northwest, tradi- 
tionally Republican, but more or less in 
a state of political revolt this year be- 
cause of depression in agriculture, and 
the industrial East, normally heavily 
Republican in presidential elections. 

Ic will avail Gov. Smith little if he 
cuts into the Republican strength in 
the East and the corn belt and suffers 
losses in the Democratic South and the 
border States. To win, he must make 
a formidable showing on all four points. 
Mr. Hoover is in no such predicament. 
Hi. normal margin of safety is so wide 
that he can lose a State here and there 
in Republican territory and still win. 
Nothing but a general drift to Gov. 
Smith in all sections can imperil his 
chances cf election. 

Veteran political prognosticators in 
both parties have been working for 
days on tables to be used as props for 
their final forecasts of victory. It has 
been the favorite pastime of the leaders 
at the rival campaign headquarters in 
this city for the last week.

RELIGIOUS BIAS IS FACTOR

Special to The Washington Post, 
Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 3.—Ohlo 1s 
ready for the voting on Tuesday. It 
chooses Presidential electors, a complete 
list of State candidates, including gov- 


ernor, 2 United States senators, 22 
representatives, a complete State legis- 
lature and a host of county officers. 
Selection of two senators is due to the 
death of the late Senator Frank B. 
Willis during the Hoover-Willis contest 
in Otklo in the Presidential primary. 

Despite claims of last minute changes, 
there is little to justify a belief that 
there has been any substantial change 
in Ohio sentiment since the beginning 
of the campaign. Ohio, sometimes call- 
ed a temperamental State, appears 
strongly moored to her normal Repub- 
lican affiliations this year. This has 
been the trend of straw vote canvasses 
in all parts of the State. 

There is a trend toward improvement 
in the Democratic position over 1920 
and 1924, but it is no such trend as 
can overcome the staggering majorities 
received by Harding in 1920 and Cool- 
ldge in 1924. There is a faint hope 
that there has been a drift on the 
State ticket, giving the Democrats an 
outside chance for the governorship. 

No issue raised by the campaign has 
been strong enough to sway the State. 
Ohio was the home of the agitation for 
national prohibition and, while there, 
is a slump in the sentiment for this 
policy, it is not strong enough to take 
people away from their partisan moor- 
ings, Farm relief is a question that 
has not moved the mass of the people 
of the State. Water power is an aca- 
demic question in Ohlo, while the 
change in Democratic policy on the 
tariff has not convinced the traditional 
high protectionists,

On prohibition it is only a small 
minority that is inclined to change 
normal voting traditions because of | 
agreement with Gov.

President Club. Its’ roster includes 
Harry B. Kirtland, Toledo, a lieutenant 
of the late Senator Mark Hanna; ‘wid- 
ney Spitzer, said to be one of the 
wealthiest men in Toledo; Hayden 
Eames, wealthy Cleveland capitalist; 
Charles A. Otis, wealthy Cleveland | 
broker, and many others scattered over 
Ohio. These men are members of the 
Association Opposed to Prohibition. 
Numerous individuals of the same ty pe | 
can be found in Ohio cities and towns. 

The trend of straw votes is shown by | 
the Columbus Dispatch and Cincin- | 
nati Enquirer, canvassing the State as 
a whole. The Dispatch credits Hoover 
with 64 per cent of the vote, almost 
as heavy as the poll of the Literary Di- 
gest. The Enquirer poll is not so strong. 
Both agree in showing that a majority 
of the La Follette vote of 1924 is to 
go to Smith and both agree that Smith 
gains in exchange of votes over 1924. 
In Cincinnati the Times-Star, conduct- 
ing a local Hamilton County poll, gives 
Hoover a slight edge, and in Cleveland, 
the News gives Hoover a Cuyahoga 
County edge. 


Democrats Hit Straw Polls. 


Democrats challenge the correctness 
ofthe polls and say they are utterly 
at variance with their reports. It is 
cited, first of all, that the polls are 
not reaching great masses of voters. 
The Democrats expect from 30 to 60 
per cent of the negro vote, normally 
Republican, and also expect strong sup- 
port from German, Hungarian, Irish, 
Italian, Polish and Czechoslovakian 
groups. They say, too, that the na- 
tive Catholic women never have regis- 
tered in large numbers heretofore. 

Democrats claim the State, but do 
so half-heartedly, while the el 
licans claim it positively. The Demo- 
crats think that they are making real 
gain in their effort to annex the gover- 
norship. They think that the Cuyahoga 
County vote-stealing investigation, re- 
sulting in the summary discharge of 
all of tke election board officials in 
Cleveland, has rocked the northern part 
of the State. 

The rival candidates for governor— 
Myers Y. Cooper, of Cincinnati (Repub- 
lican), and Martin L. Davey, of Kent— 
have exchanged oral taunts from the 
platform. Davey has been the aggressor 
and his principal charge has concerned 
an alleged alliance between Cooper and 
Maurice Maschke, Cieveland Repub- 
lican national committeeman. Cooper 
charged Davey with levying political 
tribute from State employes under Gov. 
A. V. Donahey. 

Less attention has beeh bestowed on 
the two senators. Victory is regarded as 
all but certain for Senator Simeon D. 
Fess and Representative Theodore E. 
Burton. Charles V. Truax, Democratic 
opponent of Fess, has talked farm re- 
lief excyusively, while Graham P. Hunt, 
Cincinnati, Burton’s opponent, has 
dwelt on prohibition. 

The General Assembly is expected to 
be Republican, but the Democrats are 
expected to break through for more 
county offices than usual. The biggest 
county office in the fight is the posi- 
tion of prosecuting attorney of Cuya- 
hoga County, where Maschke’s man, 
Arthur H. Day, is assailed by reform 
Yorces behind the Democratic candi- 
date, Ray T. Miller.

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Foreign Affairs Chiefs of 
Interna] Onus.

For the first time since the election 
of Benjamin Harrison to the Presi- 
dency in 1889, the State Department, 
which has functioned as the official 
link between the Federal government 
and the States in Presidential elec- 
tions, will not be required to advertise 
the results of the forthcoming elec- 


tion in the press, a formality which 
has filled many columns of newspaper 
Space over a period of weeks following 
the past ten elections. 

This omission and other changes in 
the system whereby the States are to 
report the results of the voting for 
President and Vice President to the 
Federal government are the result of 
a law passed during the rush hours 
at the close of the last session of 
Congress and which, to a certain ex- 
tent, substitutes the Senate for the 
State Department as the link between 
the States and the Government in 
future Presidential elections. 

In accordance with the law of 1887, 
which has stood until now, the States 
were required to communicate under 
the seal of the State to the Secretary 
of State of the United States a cer- 
tificate of the results of the balloting 
for President and Vice ‘President, set- 
ting forth the names of the electors 
and the votes cast for them and the 
Secretary of State was called upon to 
Submit these to Congress at its first 
Session following the election as well 
as to advertise the results of the elec- 
tion in the press. A, copy was also to 
be sent to the President of the Senate. 


Messenger in Case of Fai're. 


It was provided in the old law that 
in case of failure of any State to send 
in its certificate, ‘‘the Secretary of State 
shall send a special messenger to the 


district Judge in whose custody one cer- | 


tificate of the votes from that State 
has been lodsed and such judge shail 
forthwith transmit that list to the seat 
of government.” 

The new law still compels the States 
to certify the r~ -1lts of the election to 
the Secretary of State and to transmit 
a copy to'the president of the Senate, 
but it names the president of the Sen- 
ate in the first place, as the officer

The new law is seen by officials con- 
nected with its enforcement as a fur- 
ther step toward the gradual ultimate 
removal of the State Department from 
the realm of home affairs. It is recalled 
in this respect that the First Congress 
created a Department of Foreign Affairs 
and a Department of Home Affairs, but 
that it was later: ‘ided not to have « 
Department of Home Affairs, but that 
both departments should be adminis- 
tered, under the name of “Department 
of State.” Subsequently in 1852, the 
Department of Interior was created, 
thereby relieving the State Department 
of the bulk of the burden of home 
uffairs. 

Last Internal Function. 


The function of the State Depart- 
ment as the official link between th? 
Federal’ Government and the States in 
presidential elections was one of the 
iast remnants of the administration of 
home affairs which used to be vestec 
in the State Department at a time 
when foreign affairs’ occupied a less 
important part i> 
Government. 

Advertisements of past presidential 
elections placed by the State Depart- 
ment in the press occupied many col- 
umns of space over a prolonged period, 
the advertisements appearing as the re- 
sults were received from the respective 
States. They appeared generally from 
two to three months after the election 
and were worded in such a manner 4s 
to be virtually incomprehensible to ‘he 
ordinary reader, in most cases merely 
giving the names of electors who cast 
the States’ electoral votes and the votes 
cast for each elector, frequently with- 
out specifying the elector’s party af- 
.filiation. 

Secretary of State Kellog has now 
prepared the draft of a letter addressed 
t> the governors of all the States, point- 
ing out the changes in the new law 
and asking their cooperation in en- 
forcing it. The letter will be mailed to 
the executives of the States on the 
morning of November 7, immediately 
following the election, together with a 
copy of the new law. 


Argentina Will Build 
Important New Highway 


Buenos Aires, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—Buenos 
Aires, Santa Fe and Cordoba, the #@hree 
most important provinces of Argentina, 
will soon be linked by a macadam 
highway. 

A project was approved by the gov- 
ernment providing for the expenditure 
of $22,000,000 for the construction of 
the road, which will run 724 kilometers, 
between Buenos Aires and Cordoba and 
through Rosario.

sum of $900,000 appropriated [from ex- 
isting Red Cross funds and adding to it 
the amounts already contributed for 
disaster relief work this year, it ls now 
certain that the disaster relief expendl- 
tures of the Red Cross will be at least 
$7,300,000, with elght months of the 
fiscal year still to run, with their In- 
evitable number of disasters. 

Mr. Fieser pointed out that for the. 
last six years the Red Cross had ex- 
pended from its general funds an av- 
erage of $1,000,000 per annum for dis- 
aster relief over and above every dollar 
contributed by the public especially | 
for disaster relief, and that this year 
would continue that heavy drain upon 
the general funds. 


$15,000,000 for 


Expenditures of the American Red 
Cross for domestic disaster relief in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1928, were 
%16,691,608.14, Mr. Fieser pointed out, of 
which approximately $15,000,000 was for 
relief in the Mississippi Valley flood of 
1927 and the New Enyland flood of.the 
fall of 1927. Expenditures for the Mis- 
sissippi fioods mate in the preceding 
fiscal year brought the Mississippi work 
to a sum total of $17,498,902.16. 

“The Red Cross was called upon for 
help in about 170 disasters in the past 
two years,” Mr. Fieser said, “but a na- 
tlon-wide appeal to the public to con- 
tribute relief funds was made only 
twice in that period—for the sufferers 
in the Mississippi Valley in 1927 and in 
Porto Rico and Florida in 1928. In the 
New England flood, a limited appeal 
for a fund was made. 

‘In all of these disasters the first re- 
quirement is for emergency aid, and 
this assistance comes from the money 
resources of the Red Cross. From our 
own resources we have each year for 
the past six years been called upon for 
increasing sums. It has also been 
necessary for the Red Cross to increase 
and perfect its disaster organization 
and its staff prepared to handle these 
operations—as in one month in this 
past year we had disaster relief workers 
in 35 States. 


War Veterans Helped. 


Floods, 


“Ranking in importance with disaster 
relief work is the service rendered by 
the Red Cross to the disabled soldiers 
of the World War and to those who 
have returned to civil life. For their 
assistance, we have wudgeted $867,000 
for the coming year. 

“Public health nursing, under the 
Red Cross, reaches into 579 communi- 
ties, .and last year these nurses ex- 
amined about 875,000 children and 
made more than one million home 
visits. Since 1919 a total of 2,500 chap- 
ters have inaugurated Red Cross ~ublic 
health nursing ‘programs, many of 
which have since been takein over by 
public authorities. For the forthcom- 
ing year, the Red Cross will expend an 
increased sum in this work, seeking to 
extend it into other places, and has 
appropriated $165,000 for this vital 
health campaign. 


Items In the Budget. 


Mr. Fieser listed budget items for the 
new year as follows: For nutrition 
work, $66,000; for the Junior Red Cross 
work, to reach more than 6,500,000 
school children of the United States. 
$238,000; for other operations, includ- 
ing Red Cross work in Indian reserva- 
tions, volunteer service and other do- 
mestic expenses, $303,000; for relief in 
foreign disasters, the sum of $103,000 
has been set aside, although in the year 
past appropriations of $210,000 were 
made for disasters in foreign countries.

Would Change the Law. 


While members of the commission 
are sympathetic with the view that ef- 
forts to obtain unjustifiably high prices 
from the Government are only too 
often successful, they believe that the 
125 per cent limitation on each pur- 
chase is not the best way to provide 
against this evil. They have suggested 
tha. this limitation on their purchas- 
ing power should not apply ‘to acquisi- 
tions by condemnation and that a gen- 
eral revision of the condemnation pro- 
cedure which obtains in the District 
should be made by law. 

Commission members further believe 
that material economics would be se- 
cured in some cases could their body 
acquire and condemn rights in land 
which would control development of 
land left in private ownership, instead 
of having in all cases to buy the fee 
simple title. 

As an example of the advisability of 
this, they cite where the slopes of 
Rock Creek or Piney Branch, still in 
private ownership, could in this way, 
by payment of reasonable damages, be 
restricted to such a character of devel- 
opment as would insure the retention 
of their sylvan character; whereas now 
such areas must be bought outright at 
an extravagant cost or the danger of 
their being graded down and covered 
with row houses faced. ;

Expansion Is Impossible. 


Due to the lack of finances, Columbla 
Hospital had not been able to carry 
a program for increased service, 
although it has established a national 
for the. professional prog- 
ress it has made with Mmited .funds, 

An Insight into the progress made 
at the institution:is shown in its rec- 
ord in reducing the maternity death 
rate, which has been reduced from 8.17 
per thousand for all cases in 1924 to 
3.8 in 1927. The prenatal clinic is the 
largest single factor in the lowering of 
the death rate. 

Columbia Hospital was organized 
March 1, 1866, and was chartered by 
Congress. In its early years the hos- 
pital was supported by Federal appro- 
priation. In 1912 the Federal Govern- 
ment authorized the construction of 
the hospital’s present building, which 
cost approximately $400,000. After 
construction was started Congress as- 
sessed one-half of the cost on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Since 1916 the Fed- 
eral Government has made an annual 
appropriation, which in recent years 
has covered little more than the heat, 
power and light expenses and about 
a third of the cost of repairs to the 
building and mechanical plant. 

From 1916 to 1920, the hospital ac- 
cumulated a reserve fund of $25,000, 
but Congress decided that the fund 
should be turned into the Federal) 
Treasury. The hospital is paid on a 
per diem basis by the,District of Co- 
lumbia for the care of patients sent 
by the District. 


Congress Failed to Provide. 


The Federal Government has title to 
all of the realty of the hospital and 
has authorized construction of a 
nurses’ home, but the funds for that 
purpose, have not been~ appropriated. 
This has been due, according to Dr. 
Morrill, to a difference of opinion 
among Congress members in regard to 
the proper future relation of the Gov- 
ernment to the hospital. As a result 
the hospital has not been able to re- 
establish its training school for nurses 
and it is necessary to employ a com- 
plete staff of graduate nurses. 

A deficit of $30,000 results annually 
from the charity work. at the institu- 
tion and in 1927 the board of directors 
asked the public to give $150,000 to 
cover the deficits from charity work 
for the fiscal years 1925 to 1929 The 


campaign netted less than $50,000. 


“During the present year Congress re- 


turned to the hospital the $25,000 taken 


from it six years ago, but this gave the 
hospital only temporary relief,” Dr 
Morrill declared. “The future of the 
hospital is fairly secure, provided the 
temporary crisis can be passed The 
hospital is residuary legatee of an 
amount in excess of $500,009 from an 
estate still subject to the life tenancy 
of a surviving beneficiary of advanced 
age. The Community Chest of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia seems likely to come 
to the rescue of the hospital so far as 
future current operating expense is con- 
cerned, beginning in 1929. It would be 
a real calamity, not only locally, but 
nationally, if this highly specialized in- 
stitution, with its 62 years of tradition 
and experience, should be permitted to 
discontinue.”

Serious Disorder Unlikely. 


“Gen. McCoy,” he sald, “has recently 
| been in personal conference with each

ous difficulties or disorder on election 
day. There has been a marked relaxa- 
tion of the tension which existed in 
some sections during the first part of 
October. The electoral machinery is 
functioning smoothly and the depart- 
mental boards, almost without excep- 
tion, have conducted their work with- 
out friction between the representatives 
of the two parties. The leaders “of 
both parties have expressed themselves 
as satisfied with the manner in which 
the electoral supervision has been con- 
ducted up to the present time.” 

In connection with the possibility 
that some American troops may be 
maintained in Nicaragua, it is recalled 
that a treaty ratified by both govern- 
ments in 1916 gave to the United States 
perpetual and exclusive proprietary 
rights to build, operate and maintain 
& transoceanic canal between the At- 
lantic and Pacific through Nicaraguan 
territory. A resolution which would 
provide for an investigation of the 
canal possibilities is now before the 
United States Senate. 

The United States has previously ob- 
served or supervised elections in Ni¢a- 
ragua, Panama, Haiti, Cuba and the 
Dominican Republic.

Former Secretary of War. 
Summarizes Campaign | 
Issues in Plea. 


CITES BASIC PRINCIPLES 


Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—| 
Propped up in bed at his home in 
Shaker Heights, where he has been con- 
fined with an attack of neuritis, New- 
ton. D. Baker, Secretary of War under | 
President Wilson, today penciled a terse 
plea for ‘the election of Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith. 

In 300 words Mr. Baker summarized 
his observations of the presidential 
campaign and expressed briefly the 
sentiment which he had planned to 
convey in a series of speeches, before 
lilness forced him to cancel his plans. 
His statement follows, in part: 

“The striking thing about this cam- 
paign is that the two great parties are 
running true to form. One often hears 
it said that there really is no differ- 
ence between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, and the platforms this 
year might be exchanged without much 
confusion, but the campaigns have de- 
veloped the historic and fundamental 
difference ‘ 

“Welghing Own Capacity.” 

The Republicans are still talking 
prosperity, the full dinner nail, the 
full garage and pure materialism. The 
Democrats are still talking human lib- 
erty and equality of opportunity. The 
issue is dominated by the technically 
trained Mr. Hoover, or leadership by 
the deeply-understanding Gov. Smith. 

“In a sense, we are about to weigh 
candidates and platforms, but in a far 
Jarger sense we are about to weigh our- 
Selves and determine whether we, as 
a people, want and are fit to govern, 
or prefer and are only fit to be gov- 
erned. 

“If we really believe that the Pope 
is waiting outside New York Harbor in | 
one of his battleships—— 

“If we really believe that the Re- 
Publicans have some magic for the 
creation of prosperity—— 

“If we really believe that arbitrary 
prohibition, with all the corruption 
it has brought in a scientific way to 
deal with an age-old problem—— 

“If we really believe that a higher 
tariff will help the farmer-—— 

“If we believe these things we shall 
be very lucky indeed to find so ef- 
ficient a man as Mr. Hoover to govern 
us until we ltarn better. 

“But if we have passed beyond these 
things and want to share in the pro- 
cesses of government under a leader- 
ship which will bring the issues into 
the open—— 

“If we want that leadership to be 
based upon a deep and sympathetic 
understanding of the hopes of the com- 
mon man— 

“If we feel that government of the 
‘best minds’ broke down in 1921 and 
that we ourselves can do a better job 
than Fall and his crew—— 

“If we believe these things, we could 
find no more inspired or interesting 
leader than Gov. Smith.”

John B. Watson introduced behavior- 
ism into the United States fifteen 
years ago, creating a serious schism 
among the psychologists, which Dr. 
Troland said, “seems no nearer a con- 
clusion today than it was at that 
time.” 

Favors Behaviorists’ View. 

Although the Harvard professor said 
he disagreed with the behaviorists in 
some essentials of their theory, yet he 
was “inclined to agree with the be- 
haviorist’s feeling that a purely sub- 
jective method of inquiry must remain 
relatively unfruitful. 

“In order that the results of psycho- 
logical research can attain the greatest 
significance they must éstablish a 
correlation between phenomena and 
physical facts,” he said. “We do not 
need to limit the task of psychology 
to a consideration of the bare intro- 
spective facts, but may extend it to 
included a study of the relationship 
between phenomena and the world of 
physical science.” 

In commenting upon the manner in 
which the two schools had fought each 
other, he said that their propaganda 
“sometimes closely resembles that of 
a political campaign. When we read 
the -writings of the behaviorists we 
gain the impression that the older 
psychology of mind is obsolete and 
gone forever. However, the many repre- 
sentatives of subjective psychology are 
apt to treat behaviorism as an upstart 
or as a psychological nonenity.”

Thomas A. Edison is better informed 
than Gov.

Smith that 
when water power is analyzed “with 
even the barest knowledge of engineer- 
ing, it must be removed from among 
political controversies.’ Coal is cheaper 
than water power in developing elec- 
tricity, in many instances, and thus 
the building of hydroelectric piants 
is primarily an engineering question 
Many States have no undeveloped water 
power. Others are too'remote from the 
water power source to make transmis- 
sion practicable. Such sites as are 
owned by the: Government are in na- 
tional parks and other public land re- 
serves far removed from the point where 
electric power is needed. 

Mr. Edison does not seem to have 
imagined that Gov. Smith would espouse 
the crazy policy evolved. by Senator 
Norris, of Nebraska, which contemplates 
the seizure of State property by the 
Government. Water power thus seized 
‘does arouse at once a political con- 
troversy, but it is a controversy in which 
Gov. Smith and Senator Norris are 
destined to be set right by the United 
States Supreme Court as. the guardian 
of the rights of the States. 

But for President Coolidge the State 
of Tennessee would now be before the 
Supreme Court claiming protection 
against an attempt by the United States 
_ Government to rob it of its property at 
Cove Creek. The Norris resolution passed 
by Congress and vetoed by the President 
provided that the Government should go 
into Tennessee, take property owned by 
the State, build a hydroelectric plant and 
sell power to the neighborhood at rates 
fixed by Federal authority in disregard 
of the State’s rate-making authority. 
No more flagrant invasion of a State by 
the Federal power has ever been pro- 
posed since the threatened invasion of 
the South by Federal troops to supervise 
elections. - The approval of this outrage 
by a Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency is an astounding revelation.

The 
British government, always alert in pro- 
tecting its nationals, intimated that if 
the United States did not protect foreign 
life and property it would do so; and it 
sent a naval force to Corinto to be ready 
for action. The United States did act, 
as it was bound to do for the protection 
of its citizens and in obedience to its duty 
under the Monroe Doctrine. 

It is the desire of the United States to 
withdraw from Nicaragua after the peo- 
ple have elected and installed a govern- 
ment of their own choice. Probably it 
will be found impossible to withdraw en- 
tirely, as both candidates have already 
asked President Coolidge to keep a small 
force of Marines at Managua, whatever 
the result of the election may be. The 
presence of a few Marines has been 
found by experience to be a sufficient 
reminder to domestic and foreign avita- 
tors that the independence of an Ameri- 
can republic can not be destroyed while 
the United States endures. This Nation 
a century ago declared that it would 
safeguard the independence of free gov- 
ernments in this hemisphere, and it has 
never failed to make its declaration ef- 
fective. Gov. Smith, as a good Ameri- 
can and:as an avowed supporter of the 
Monroe Doctrine, would do exactly as 
President Roosevelt, President Taft, 
President Wilson, President Harding and 
President Coolidge have done. 

Before Americans attack the honor of 
their Government in its dealings with 
tormented and‘endangered neighbor re- 
publics they should learn the truth. The 
United States has never been more un- 
selfish and honorable than in the assist- 
ance it has rendered to the people of 
Nicaragua in recovering and exercising 
their independence. 


MORE FIREARMS. 

During 1927, according to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, there was produced 
in the United States $19,450,000 worth 
of firearms and $30,900,000 worth of 
ammunition, an increase of 28.2 and 5.7 
per cent, respectively, as compared with 
production during 1925, the last preced- 
ing census year. Twenty establishments

were engaged in the production of fire- | 


arms and 21 in that of ammunition. Tcta] 
production of the firearms industry was 
made up of 220,000 pistols and revolvers, 
415,000 rifles and 603,000 shotguns. 

One can only surmise into whose hands 
these firearms eventually came. A few 
rifles and shotguns may have found their 
way into the hands of criminals, but the 
number probably was so small as to ive 
no occasion for alarm. With pistols and 
revolvers, however, it is another matter. 
There is a legitimate demand for them, 
but it does not seem possible that police 
officers, householders and others in 
whom ownership of a pistol or revolver 
involves no danger to the public could 
have purchased 220,000 separate items 
in one year. 

In 1925 the firearm industry produced 
but $15,000,000 worth of pistols, rifles 
and shotguns. It is evident that the 
trend is upward, explainable, in part, per- 
haps, by the increase in population. 
Nevertheless, it can not be gainsaid that 
the need for stringent control measures 
for firearm: purchase and ownership is 
increasing. It would be the part of wis- 
dom manufacturers of firearms to 
get behind the movement.

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS. 

It is estimated that 2,500,000 indus- 
trial accidents occur each year in the 
United States, resulting in permanent 
injuries to 100,000 workers and costing 
$200,000,000 in payment to workmen or 
dependents. The exact figures can not 
be ascertained; no agency has authority 
to collect and analyze statistics of in- 
dustrial accidents. Certain States carry 
on such work and the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics attempts, through the coope- 
ration of States and industrial organiza- 
tions, to provide an annual record of in- 
dustrial accidents and their effect, but 
there is no uniformity in recording the 
statistics and the bureau realizes that it 
has not been able to do a satisfactory job. 

There is pending in Congress a Dill 
granting the Bureau of Statistics in the 
Department of Labor the authority to do 
this work. In brief, it provides for the 
creation of a division of safety, the duty 
of which will be to “collect statistics of 
industrial accidents in all lines of em- 


ployment, to collate and analyze such 


statistics with special reference to their 
causes, effects and occupational distribu- 
tion; to make general and special studies 
and investigations of labor safety plans 
and devices of various kinds and of their 
need and adaptation as relates to differ- 
ent classes of machinery, processes of 
production and undertakings of whatever 
nature in which labor is employed; to 
study.all phases of the subject of occu- 
pational hazards and diseases and their 
prevention and to make public the results 
of such investigations, examinations and 
studies from time to time.” }

INSURANCE FOR ELIERS. 


Ofticers of the Army, the Navy and 


_ nautical activities are allowed 50 per cemt 
_addition to their base pay during that 


This increase In compensation 
is based upon the assumption that of- 
ficers of the air service encounter greater 
risks than those whose duties are con- 
fined to terra firma. The extra pay is a 
sort of Government insurance against a 
fatal accident. The theory upon which 
this extra compensation is paid is that 
the recipient will provide against the 
“rainy day” by saving some of his salary 
as provision for his family or relatives 
in the case of his death by accident. 

That officers of the air service face a 
constant hazard was recognized by Presi- 
dent Harding when advised of the acci- 
dent at Gettysburg in 1922 inuawhich a 
commissioned officer of the Marines 
with his noncommissioned mechanician 
lost their lives. Mr. Harding expressed 
the opinion that no man could continue 
in the flying corps without a reasonabie 
expectation that he would fall. “It is be- 
cause of my belief that eventually every 
man in the service will inevitably meet 
with an accident that | favor a three. 
year term as the limit for an officer or 
enlisted man to serve in thé flying corps,” 
said Mr. Harding. 

The assumption that officers who draw 
“flying pay” will save the extra portion 
of their salaries is not borne out. On the 
contrary, some of the younger among 
them are inclined to live rather extrava- 
gantly on the additional pay,.and when 


“inevitable accident” comes it is found 


that they leave no estate. 

Besides this, there is a growing dis- 
position among officers who are not 
fliers to resent what they regard as a 
discrimination. Some of the older offi- 
cers have started a movement to induce 
Congress to substitute insurance for the 
extra pay. Leaders in the Senate and 
House have been approached on the sub- 
ject, and it is expected that dat the com- 
ing session an effort will be made te 
bring about the suggested change.

To the Editor of The Washington | movement inaugurated by the Episco- | 


Post—Sir: Commenting on editorial in | 
the Post of October 30 under the head- 
ing “Let America Occupy the Air,” I| 
would say the sentiment expressed | 
this title will unquestionably meet with | 
the full approval of every American, | 
as will this statement, I am sure, em- | 
bodied in the article itself: “If ocean |

dirigibles, the vessels should be owned, |

built and operated by American cit- | 


izens and should be available for use | 


by the Government in an emergency.” 


This is undoubtedly true, and it is 
highly desirable such a condition should 
be established. But why confine the 
building,. ownership and operation of 
American airships to commerce alone? 
It would seem quite as desirable, in 
fac highly essential, that the Navy's 
dirigibles should be of American design | 
and construction. 

Yet, the Secretary of the Navy has 
recently purchased or contracted for 
two huge dirigible airships for the Navy 
which are admittedly designed by Ger- 
man engineers employed by the Good- 
year-Zeppelin Corporation of Akron, 
Ohio. And their construction will un- 
questionably be directed by the same 
engineers, who are not citizens of the 
United States. 

Obviously, then, if this policy is con- 
tinued, the only American airships that 
will be available for use by the Govern. 
ment, in an emergency, will neces- 
sarily be such airships as may be de- 
veloped for commerce. 

In view of recorded testimony to the 
effect that the Navy’s engineers are as 
expert as any in the world, it would 
seem unnecessary to import foreign 
engineers to construct our military 
aircraft, nor is such a course in keep- 
ing with the fully approved sentiment 
conveyed in the final paragraph, as 
follows: The air was ploneered by 
Americans, It does belong as much to 
Americans as to foreigners. It is a 
heritage of limitless possibilities and 
should be seized and enjoyed by Amer- 
icans for the profit and defense of 
America to the fullest extent. 

Why, then, I ask, should not we 
Americans build all of our airships, 
including those for the Navy Depart- 
ment? You will probably find this 
question as difficult to answer as lI 
have. A suggestion as to the Navy's 
attitude in this matter is had, how- 
ever, in a recently published statement 
attributed to the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy ir. Charge of Aeronautics 
and who recommended the placement 
of the contract referred to to the ef- 
fect that German Zeppelin experts 
know more about airships than all of 
the rest of the world combined. 

If this be true, and since private 
enterprise is directed to wait the dem- 
onstration of the efficiency of these 
projected naval airships before pro- 
ceeding to any development of com- 
mercial airships, it will be many years 
before America occupies the air.

year after year continue in their faith- 
ful service. 

These employes include a half dozen 
who. began their service as far back 
as the McKinley regime. Two entered 
,the White House under President Har- 
rison, 

Their loyalty to the Chief Executive, 
regardless of his party affiliations, is 
unquestioned; the confide@ce placed in 
them never broken. Both the execu- 
tive staff and the servant body has a 
deep-rooted respect for this spirit of 
loyalty. 

A negro servant who has seen several 
first ladies come and go recently was 
questioned about the likes and dis- 
likes of one of her White House mls- 
tresses. 

“Can’t say a word,” she replied, and 
added naively, “that’s why I've been 
here so long.” 


Thorough Knowledge. 


Through usage and the experiences 
of five or more administrations, the 
older employes are equipped with a 
concise knowledge of both official and 
social routines at the White House, 
and they are prepared to offer useful 
suggestions to a new Chief Executive 
and first lady.

mack, in August of 1896. The key has 
been used by four Presidents in open- 
ing projects throughout the United 
States, and was pressed by Taft to open 
the Panama Canal. 

Patrick McKenna, known to diplo- 
mats, newspaper correspondents, poll- 
ticlans and statesmen th® world over as 
the guardian of the door leading in the 
private executive office, first took his 
post in 1903. 

Richard Jervis, head of the executive

: ASHINGTON music lovers had 
the pleasure last week of wel- 
coming here for the first time 

the well-known Roth String Quartet 

oz Budapest. The quartet played the 
opening concert of the season at the 

Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge Auditorium 

of the Library of Congress on Tuesday. 

This notable quartet made its first 
@ppearance in America at the Pitts- 
field festival last month and was giv- 
en an ovation at its recent concert in 
New York City. Therefore, the National 
Capital was particularly fortunate in 
hearing this aggregation of master mu- 
Kiclans. It is but another evidence of 
the valuable work for good music done 
by the Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge 
Foundation of the Library of Congress 

The Roth Quartet has achieved a 
unity of tone and phrase interpreta- 
tion rare in even the best of string 
quartets. While the individuality of 
each instrument is not surrendered in 
the ensemble work yet the general ef- 
fect is that of one golden voiced in- 
strument with incidental solo work en- 
hancing the massed tone production. 

The Roth Quartet played Mozart’s 
“Quartet in G.” in a masterly manner 
after the best classic tradition and 
Washington enjoyed Robert Bridge's 
“Third Quartet” with its more modern 
themes and novelty in treatment. This 
quartet has been dedicated to Mrs. 
Frederick S. Coolidge, orie of the fairy 
godmothers of American music. 

The program was aptly concluded 
with the ever lovely “Quartet in A 
Minor” by Robert Schumann in which 
the singing tones of the finely attuned 
instruments will linger in one’s mu- 
gical memory. 

The Roth Quartet will return to Eu- 
rope shortly. But it is hoped that it 
will be heard again in Washington, 
perhaps in a larger auditorium, which 
will give more music lovers an oppor- 
tunity to hear them than is possible in 
the somewhat limited capacity of 
chamber music auditorium at the 
brary. 


Washington musicians are keenly in- 
terested in the formation of the Schu- 
bert Memorial in New York City with 
the object of sponsoring country-wide 
concert appearances. for young mu- 
gicians of outstanding talent. Ossip 
Gabrilowitsch, pianist and conductor of 
the Detroit Symphony Orchestra, is 
president of the new organization and 
Mme. Olga Samaroff is its secretary. 

An advisory board of eminent or- 
chestra conductors headed by Leopold 
Stokowski as chairman, will yearly se- 
lect four young artists to be sponsored. 
The following musicians selected for 
this year have all appeared in public: 
Sadah Shuchari, violinist; Muriel Kerr 
and Isabelle Yalowsky, pianists, and 
Donatella Prentisi, soprano. 

The name, Schubert Memorial, was 
chosen as a tribute to a composer who 
died in obscurity and poverty 100 years 
ago and never heard some of his finest 
works performed. In announcing the 
formation of the memorial, it 
stated: “The day has come when out- 
standing young American musicians

If you can not travel around the 
world, see it in miniature in southern 
California, 

That is the advice of Frank Lloyd, 
famous First National director. 

Lloyd doesn’t refer to motion-picture 
seéts, either. The only connection that 
the films have with the matter is that 
they have drawn to southern Califor- 
nia every race of people. These people 
have colonized, and except in the case 
of savage or barbarous races, they may 
be found within 50 miles of the film 
capital, living almost in their natural 
states, 

Lloyd, who is particularly noted for 
his great sea pictures, such as “The 
Sea Hawk” and “The Divine Lady,” has 
just completed “Adoration,” starring 
Billie Dove. He needed Russians for 
the films and inspiration for typical 
Russian “ideas in customs, costumes 
and settings.

it was only necessary to 
visit the Russian colonies in Los An- 
geles,”’ he discloses. “There are two of 
them, one or poorer classes, the other 
'quite influential. Many an actor and 
|extra comes from these colonies, and 
also came many valuable inspirations

Director George Fitzmaurice, who

Congress Not Expected to 
Continue Life of Board; 
Session Short. 


LEGISLATION IS DOUBTED 


By LYNNE M. LAMM. 

As the tline approaches for the con- 
vening of Congress there is renewed 
talk about radio legislation at the forth- 
coming short session, The talk is not 
only drifting into Washington from va- 
rious parts of the vountry, but it has 
been heard here during the last few 
weeks, as representatives have been in 
and out of this city, 

One thing, of course, is certain. There 
will have to be some kind of radio 


legislation if the present Federal Radio |, 


Commission is to continue. Its life ex- 
pires on March 15 next unless Con- 
gress enacts additional legislation... If 
this ts not done the body becomes a 
sort of court of appeals, and the actual 
administration of the law returns to 
the Departn.ent of Commerce, where it 
was s0 lohg and successful'y admin- 
istered. 

Not only does the life of the commis- 
sion expire on March 15, but, curiously 
enough, the terms of the commission- 
ers themselves expire on February . 3. 
In other words, unless something is 
done about the commissioners’ terms of 
office the commission will be acting for 
some dayé without any commissioners 
to preside and have jurisdiction. 


White Is Undecided. 


Representative Wallace H. White, jr., 
of Maine, coauthor of the radio act and 
chairman of the House committee in 
charge of radio, who has been in Wash- 
ington for some time, says frankly that 
he has not decided in his own mind 
just what Con_ress should do. How- 
ever, he has stated that he intends to 
give a great deal of consideration to 
the matter between now and the early 
day: of December, when Congress con- 
venes. 

It is a known fact that several of 
the most influential senators, who were 
most insistent upon the legislation 
creating a Federal Radio Commissicn, 
are now equally ag insistent that the 
commission should be abolished. This 
same attitude, it is reported, has been 
expressed by various members of the 
House, who have shown considerable 
interest in radio legislation during the 
past few years. This in itself, the 
antagonistic attitude of influential 
members on both sides of the houses of 
Congress, is going to make it very hard 
to get any radio legislation through 
the coming session of Congress. Not 
only this, but the fact that it will be 
a short session, means that anyone who 


really wants to hold it up, will be able) 
This is always so dur- | 


to do it easily. 
ing a short session. 
There are certain members of Con- 


gress, who apparently do not wish to'! 


be quoted on the subject at this time, 
who are criticizing the commission for 
not having taken the bit in their 
mouths when the commission was first 
organized and taken a large number of 
radio stations off the air and if these 
stations wanted to go into court end 
test the constitutionality of the act, 
they could do it. If that had been 
done, the commission would know by 
this time just where it stands on this 
point and it would have been able to 
have gone ahead with greater speed in 
the end. This is only one of the many 
faults which are being found with the 
commission. 


Hold People Not Considered. 


It is also contended that the com- 
Missjloners are paying more attention 


to their individual zones than they are | 


to the country as a whole and this does 
not at all meet with the approval] of 
some of the members who had most to 
do with the drafting of the radio legis- 
lation. 

Not only are the Congressmen taking 
up the question of radio legislation and 
apparently giving it much thought, but 
the various associations are now look- 
ing into the question with increased 
zeal. 

The Radio Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, as well as the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, are recommend- 
ing changes in the present radio law, 
which they are claiming Is inequitable 
in many ways. ; 

The National Association of Broad- 
easters, at the recent annual conven- 
tion in Washington, besides asking 
Congress “that the radio law of 1937 
be further amended by granting greater 
discretionary powers to the adminis- 
trative authorities in assignment of 
frequeucies, power and periods of op- 
eration,” have gone into specific details 
as to what they think should be done. 
These amendments have been taken 
up with legal authorities of the Fed- 
eral Radjo Commission, it is under- 
siood 

The broadcasters are asking that two 
sections of the law shall be changed 
s0 that it will be made clear “as to 
what are the rights of a person apply- 
ing for a renewal of its license to 
broadcast, if the commission assigns 
him a different frequency,’ less power, 
or decreased hours of operation.” 

It is contended by the broadcasters 
that in the administration of the radio 
law of 1927, certain rights of theirs 
are not properly defined and various 
provisions are vague as to thelr appli- 
cation and meaning. Accordingly, the 
association has recommended that one 
of the sections be amended so as to 
provide ali appea! for e station which, 
as the result of the application of an- 
other station, suffers from the coin- 
nussion’s action by a change in fre- 
quency, power or hours of operation. 

In addition to these suggestions for 

changes in the law, a number of the 
commissioners, and Commissioner O. 
H. Caldwell, of New York, in particular, 
have some definite suggestions to make 
to Congress for changes in the law, if 
the commission is to be continued. It 
can be seen, therefore, that there are 
Hkely to be some interesting fireworks 
in Congress on radio legislation at the 
coming session.

Two Points in Oiling in Win- 
ter Have to Be 
Remembered. 


QUALITY IS ONE OF THEM 


It soon will be time for Washington 
motorists to think of cold weather 
lubrication again. And, of course, 
there will be the usual large num- 
ber of car owners who just can’t be 
bothered thinking about it. They will 
assume, as usual, that they can leave 
the matter up to the filling station, fail- 
ing to remember that lubrication basi- 
cally is a job that belongs to the per- 
‘@on who drives the car and not the 
Man.who pours oll into the crankcase 
Or shoots grease into the chassis units. 

There are one or two points about 
cold weather lubrication, of the engine 
especially, that can not be forgotten 
without having to pay a repair penalty, 
it is asserted by service authorities. 

The first one is that in fall and win- 
ter the big question about the lubricant 
is quality. In summer with the filter 
working right, quantity is the thing to 
be concerned about. Judging by quan- 
tity in cold weather is just plain ignor- 
ing of the basic fact that a large part 
of the supply of crank case oll may be 
gasoline and water, and not oil at all. 
Seeing how far up on the gauge the 
liquid in the case registers, then, may 
mean very little, because so much of it 
may be substances that do not lubri- 
cate at all. 

The next big point to remember is 
that a filter is not a rectifier of oil. In 
warmer weather it makes possible fine 
oil] mileage because it removes the solid 
substances that contaminate the lubri- 
cant. The car owner naturally falls into 
the habit of thinking of oil changes in 
terms of 1,500 miles or more. But the 
filter, in cold weather, does nct remove 
the liquids—the gasoline and water— 
that make the lubricant a nonlubricant 
quickly. 

The only way to get them out of the 
crank case is to empty them out and It 
had better be at 500-mile intervals this 
year.

@ more subdued monotone would be far 
more practical. 

What this motorist left unsaid was 
that color and design go hand in hand. 
The hues selected for cars can not be 
chosen at random. Rather, they must 
be selected only after the design has 
been fixed. The color choice may be 
unfortunate, not because it is in itself 
distasteful, but because it may accen- 
tuate certain portions of the car’s con- 
tour which should be treated in more 
subdued fashion. 

A brilliant hue may increase the at- 
tractiveness of a car with graceful lines 
and whose body is not too large. Placed 
on a car which lacks grace and whose 
body is massive, the result will be only 
emphasis of crudities which might well 
be submerged.

In casting about for the constituents 
of beauty, one can not overlook the fact 
that lowering of the body and raising 
of the hood in many instances have 
heightened the attractiveness of cer- 
tain models A deep, full radiator has 
given some cars a foreview that scarcely 
could have been achieved in any other 
way. 

A large, well-designed head lamp has 
been a factor in the forward movement 
of the motor car toward greater beauty. 
It has been accomplished on certain 
models by drawing the lamps closer to- 
gether and connecting them with a 
nickeled bar in which is centered a 
tastefully designed symbol or mono- 
gram. 

Motor-car beauty, then, is a conglom- 
erate affair. Though productive of a sin- 
gle impression, just,as a piece of litera- 
ture or a work of the painter's art, 
there seems to be no single factor which 
may be credited with responsibility for 
the harmonious whole. A happy choice 
of colors, graceful lines and tasteful 
use of ornamentation may be singled 
out as the chief factors in car beauty. 
How to assemble them in harmony s0 
as to produce an artistic whole is a 
task for the artist, and who shall at- 
tempt to reduce that to hard and fast 
rules?

While today’s automobiles are vastly 
superior to those of 1924, the year in 
which four-wheel brakes were intro- 
dyced, they, are improved because of 
refinements. Engine power has been 
increased and efficiency raised by the 
adoption of higher compression, ini- 
proved carburetion, better ignition, and 
by the employment. of generally more 
advanced accessories. Slight changes 
in the controls have made driving 
easier. Comfort has been enhanced by 
a pyramiding of minor detailed changes. 

The engineer, indeed, has gone far in 
taking what he had and making it bet- 
ter. The point that is significant, say 
the prophets of early change, is that 
first he took something that he already 
had. Now, they see him taking somé- 
thing new and beginning the cycle of 
refinement all over again. 

The “perfect” car arrives every six 
months now-——perfect as measured by 
what went before. But, the “perfect” 
car, measured by precise engineering 
Standards, obviously has not arrived 
Right now, the engineer's vigorous 
quest for it in the laboratories is open- 
ing up some new and fascinating path- 
ways.

Rapid Progress Is Seen in the | 


Development of Lighter- 
Than-Air Craft. 


HAVE A SPECIAL FIELD

Figuratively, as well as literally, the 
Girigible “arrived” with the landing 
of the Graf Zeppelin in America. 

In aviation circles generally today it 
is accepted that the lighter-than-air 
craft has taken its place in the realm 
of commercial aeronautics; that from 
how on it will proceed to fortify its 
position in public esteem until it has 
become a transportation commonplace. 

In many quarters, there is a disposi- 
tion to see the flight of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin achieving the same popular destiny 
for the dirigible that Lindbergh’s flight 
opened up for the airplane. Under the 
brillant glare of a gigantic tide of 
publicity, it succeeded in its trans- 
avlantic mission. It introduced the air- 


hip, and its possibilities to the uni- 
verse.

Hewlett,: However, Warns 
Against Fads in Architec-. 
ture of Today. 


NOT FAIR WITH MATERIAL 


oe 


Modernism is the key to the archi- 
tect’s leadership ih the arts of design, 
according to J. Monroe Hewlett, of New 
York, chairman of the committee on 
allied arts of the American Institute of 
Architects. 

“If the profession of architects is to 
lead the designers of America, the 
painters, the sculptors, the workers in 
all the crafts that contribute to the 
loveliness of architecture,’’ Mr. Hewlett 
declares, “we must all be modernists: 

“We must all be seekers after new 
truths but we must, also, be content if 
we find before our journey ends that 
the hew truths are but reaffirmations 
of the old.” 

Mr. Hewlett warns 
in architecture, saying: 

“The coming years will prove, I be- 
lieve, that our architectural heritage 
is broad enough to give ample room 
for further triumphant achievement to 
the designer who works within the 
limits of existing traditions. 

? 


Architecture Is Complete. 


“Wwe need masters of art as well as | 


pioneers of structural expression—plo- | 
neers in an art so complex as archi- 
tecture can hardly hope to 
thorough mastery of their medium. 
The point to be particularly borne in 
mind is that the seeker after an archi- 
tectural expression more truly signifi- 
cant of the materials he is employing 
than he finds possible within the limits 
of tradition as at present applied to 
architectural design, and the trained 
» designer who, by adherence to an es- 
tablished technique, 
in the elasticity of that technique, are 
not in hostile camps. 

“Both are doing something that needs 
to he done, and both should recognize 
that fact. The man whose judgment 
we may well distrust is the designer 
who is accepting with avidity the 
forms and surfaces which the changing 
whims and fads of the moment have 
brought to his attention. He and. his 
kind are likely to be the cause of a 
long detour, while our road toward true 
architectural beauty and ‘significance 
is undergoing repairs. 

“The logic that underlies good design 
must be instinctive, not the result of 
self-conscious effort to concede some- 
thing to logic, but a bred-in-the-bone 


quality as natural as the love of omnes 


liness and fair play. 
Held Not Playing Fair. 


“Today we are not ‘playing fair’ with

The gréat architectural ques- 
tion today is, it seems to me, ‘How can 
our practice in building maintain and 
advance this quality and still keep pace 
with the material developments, the 
functional modifications, the structural 
necessities of our age?’ 


In Period of Experimentation. 


“We are now in a period of experi- 
mentation. The desire to be different 
at all costs is evident upon all sides 
in all branches of art. If we are not 
violently progressive we are regarded 
as reactionary. If we are not extreme 
modernists we must be old fogies. 

“The great majority of the artists 
of this country today are neither ex- 
treme modernists nor are they old 
fogies. They desire to be modern in 
thought and performance, but they do 
not wish to throw over the traditions 
of the past until they are sure that 
they have found something better to 
substitute for them. 

“There seem to be two distinct pos- 
sibilities in our architectural future as 
influenced by the modern spirit and it 
is well that architects should give 
thought to these. The first is that the 
present vogue for a new character of 
detail and ornament will wax and wane 
without leaving. any "permanent and 
valuable contribution to our freedom 
in design. 


Traditional Detail Avoided. 


“At the present time the noticeable 
sypmtoms of this movement are the 
abandonment of traditional detail and 
ornament and the substitution of mo- 
tifs copied from recent European exam- 
les. 

4 “This new architectural detail is 
characterized by vigor, angularity, a 
tendency to use curves, diagonals and 
geometrical forms in such a way as to 
modify the vertical and horizontal lines 
of the structure. Suggestions of natu- 
ral form where used are not so much 
conventionalized as brutalized. Oddity 
seems to be a distinct aim. 

“The results are highly, manneristic. 
Mannerisms are the easiest things to 
copy, and we shall, therefore, probably 
be subjected to a severe and country- 
wide epidemic of this particular dis- 
order. It is, however, essentially a skin 
disease. We may hope that it will 
leave the vitals unimpaired and that its 
brevity will equal ‘ts violence. 

“Fortunately, our Progressives are not 
all faddists and imitators. Fortunate- 
ly, also, there lies in this modern move- 
ment the hope of something beneficent 
and permanent. Here is our second

AUTONOMY 1a MIRAGE 


Holds Britain as Firmly En- 
trenched in Ireland 
as Ever.

Dublin, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—Eamonn de 
Valera told an audience in County 


Donegal that Great Britain was as 
firmly entrenched in Ireland as ever. 
He said that if war were to occur be- 
tween England and the United States. 
Ireland's harbors would furnish naval 
bases for attacks on American com- 
merce. 

The British, he said, were still estab- 
lished in the principal seaports, and 
British troops were garrisoned in the 
leading cities. He pointed out that 
this condition was provided for in the 
treaty between England and the Free 
State. The same treaty provided that 
Ireland's coast defense would be under- 
taken by the British government until 
some other arrangement could. be 
effected. 

He held that Ireland would be con- 
sidered hostile territory by any power 
with which England might be at war. 

Touching on the financial agreement 
between Ireland and England, he said 
that the amount of money Ireland was 
obliged to pay each year to England 
was more in proportion to Irish popu- 
lation than England pays to the United 
| States on the war debt. The amount 
\is approximately $25,000,000. Most of 
|. this amount represents annual instal- 
‘ments on money advanced by Britain

to Defy Experts. 

London, Nov. 3 (A.P.).--Faking 
antiques, particularly furniture, Jn 
England, has become a fine ‘art. It ts 
being done meticulously that only 
an expert can tell the difference be- 
tween bogus and real articles. The 
victims are usually Americans. 

Rusty nails are in demand and bring 
good prices from, furniture fakers 
Large quantities of Chippendale chairs 
are shipped periodically to the United 
States to sell at fancy prices. The 
American purchasers who wish. to learn 
whether the chairs are genuine an- 
tiques or not usually look at the join- 
ery. If they see nails which are bent 
and rusty the chair must be antique. 

The latest development in the great 
romance of manufacturing. modern 
antiques is the appeal of a prominent 
London collector for the establishment 
of a national museum of fakes. He 
says that 95 per cent of the ribbon- 
backed Chippendale chairs are spurious 
and that 90 per cent of the little Tan- 
agra statuettes in existence are imita- 
tions.

Growing Children Often Are 
Underweight in Moun- 


tain Territories. 

Leadville, Colo., Nov. 3 (A.P.).— 
Growing children in high altitudes re- 
quire the expenditure of more energy 
than children at the lower elevations 
and are, therefore, more often found 
to be seriously underweight, says A. C. 
Cross, secretary of community organi-+ 
zation in the extension department of 
the University of Colorado. 

Cross recently conducted’ a commun- 
ity health conference in Leadville, 


which is 10,200 feet above sea level 
Two hundred children of preschool 


age were examined. 


It is Cross’ belief that young chil- 
dren, who play just as hard here as 
they do at lower altitudes, do not 
have an opportunity to build up body 
tissues as fast as they are torn down 
by the additional amount of energy 
required in their play. Where cases of 
serious underweight are found, he 
therefore recommends that the child 
be urged to take a half hour of com- 
piete rest and relaxation several times 
during the day to build up body tis-

N the day following publication ol 
The Washington Post’s offer of $100 
for an unmutilated copy of its first 
edition, last Monday, October 29, the 
long-looked-for copy arrived. Mr. Paul 
Moore, in his capacity as executor of an ées- 
tate, ran across an original Washington Post. 
Forthwith he hurried to the counting offices 
of this newspaper and received the reward, 
At the time the $100 offer was made for a 
copy of the first Washington Post, in good 
condition, there was an appeal made for a 
picture of the first Wash- 
ington Post. Up to the article 
was written no one had yet appeared with 
a photo of the old Chronicle Building which 
stood at 914 or 916 Pennsylvania avenue. 
There is still, then, a chance for Washing- 
tonians, interested in searching out-of-the- 
Way places, and looking over old piles of 
paper, to add $100 to the Christmas shop- 
ping fund.

The first edition of The Washington [Post 
is in good condition, though it will not 
weather rough handling. Because of this, 
arrangements are now being made to have 
the precious paper bound between glass 
plates. It will later be hung in the office of 
the editor. 


All sorts of activity followed publication 
of the reward for a copy of the first Wash- 
ington Post. Young boys and girls, anxious 
o deliver the copy into the hands of The 
Post proprietor, ransacked attics and gar- 
rets, searching through old trunks and files 
hat belonged to their 
grandmothers. It was not on the books that 
@ youngster should reap this reward. Mr. 
Moore, whose. forebears were from Ken- 
ucky, and whose grandfather, R. M. Bishop, 
s mentioned in the first editorial ever printed 
in The Post, captured the prize. 


©’ Romance had been built up on the trail 
of this offer, and there were those, of dream- 
ing tendencies, who pictured some poor soul 
im need of money: some old lady, or old gen- 
leman, wending his or her way into the 
sounting rooms of The Post and carrying off 
he $100 in gold. Of a speculative turn of 
mind, some went so far as to dream of a 
foung man, fired with an ambition to take a 
‘ollege course, and collecting this $100 as 
st payment on his tuition.

The main thing, however, is the first 
dition of The Washington Post has come 
to light. It is, aside from the $100 already 
paid, worth its weight in gold; though it is 
tue-that the. weight of this first paper, of 
ly four pages, is not much. 
The copy of the old Post is in a fine state 
f preservation, considering the fact that

it has been folded and buried in an avalanche 
of papers. The paper, seared and yellowed, 
is of the softness of silk. It feels to the 
touch. like a fine piece of vellum. The ink 
has stood up well under the half century, 
and the caption, “The Washington Post” in 
old English type, is almost as clear as the 
day it was first impressed. Incidentally, the 
style of lettering used in The Washington 
Post caption has never been changed. 

The old newspaper is really a curiosity. 
Journalism from that day, Thursday, Decem- 
ber 6, 1877, to this has undergone many 
radical changes; in all branches of the pro- 
fession. To begin with, the linotype was 
not then in operation. So all the type in 
the first edition of The Washington Post 
was set by hand. There were no “big head 
lines,”’ as are known today. The biggest 
story in the paper ran only a column and a 
quarter. This was the front page, first col- 
umn story under the simple caption, ‘‘New 
York Special, a Resume of What the Gotha- 
mites Are Doing’’ and it has an exposition 
of negro babies—Ben Butler’s Gouge Game— 
Georgia Marshalship—The New Survey, &c., 
to complete its third bank. 

The special dispatch that made up the big 
New York story in the first edition of The 
Post had to do with ‘‘a grand, national col- 
ored baby show, managed in connection with 
the circus at Gilmore’s Garden.’ Two thou- 
sand ‘‘dusky cherubs’ were advertised for 
and the management desired particularly to 
receive consignments from Virginia, the Caro- 
linas and Georgia. He guaranteed, too, to 
pay all expenses of parties bringing children 
from the South. The exhibit, so the story 
stated, lasted one week. 

“Ben Butler’s Gouge Game” was built 
around the story that happened during the 
summer of 1875. A Mr. Gazanny B. Lamar 
“brought a suit in the United States Court 
to cover nearly half a million dollars—a 
claim for cotton alleged to have been ille- 
gally seized during the Civil War. He em- 
ployed as council Mr, Casper K. Herbert, 
who in turn engaged the services of Hon. 
Benjamin F. Butler; the agreement being, 
as Mr. Herbert alleges, that the fee of $20,- 
000 was to be shared equally between them.’”’ 
As The Post’s New York correspondent in 
his special dispatch stated, the case was 
brought to a successful conclusion by Mr. 
Butler who thereupon pocketed the fee and 
refused to divide with Mr. Herbert. The 
story in the first edition of The Post was a 
continuation of further difficulties between 
Mr. Herbert and the celebrated Ben Butler. 

The- stock market activities of that day 
were covered in a story containing less than 
200 words. The market, it seems, had been 
demoralized by the discovery of the liquida- 
tion of ‘‘bull speculations” in the previous 
summer. — 

The relations between the United States 
and Mexico occupied attention of the first 
editor of The Post, who devoted three para- 
graphs from the Associated Press to this 
subject. In New York on December 5, 1877, 
the members of the Chamber of Commerce 
had invited Senor M. De Zamacona to address 
them on the subject, “The State of Trade 
Between This Country and Mexico.”’

These 
had to do with such small items as United 
States ministers’ sailings for home; governors 
refusing to interfere in murder cases; the 
Pope suffering from pains in his loins, yet 
giving an audience to several cardinals: a 
schooner loaded with pig iron sinking off the 
Virginia capes; and several miners killed in 
an excavation.

There was a column of personals, one of 
which stated that the “Honorable Jerry 
Slack chews 20 cents’ worth of fine cut daily,” 
and that “‘Ben Butler is the shabbiest dresser 
in the House.’ These items were truly per- 
onal, for one of them stated that Col. Bob 
Ingersoll, “‘the pagan prince,” “can -sleep 
twelve hours at a stretch.’ 

William Winter, at that time dramatic edi- 
tor of the old New York Tribune, had gone 
yn Vacation fhe Post asked: When is Willie 
Winter going back to his old place as dra- 
matie editor of the New York Tribune? There 
never was such a jester as the writer who 
now occupies (not fills) his chair. Hear him: 
‘Mr. Sothern’s Lord Dundreary is a creation 
of immortal felicity, because there is humor 
and fun seen to flow as unconsciously as a 
bubbling, living spring, with a perennial 
source. He is * * * irresistible and per-’.”’ 
There is a misprint here and it stops in the 
middle of a word, which is a sign of rather 
poor proof reading, though the old papers 
were supposed to be keenly edited. 

The entire editorial page was devoted to 
rambling sentences on political topics in 
general, but there was one column, the last, 
devoted to themes having to do with every- 
thing in general, including the condition of 
Fourteenth street at that time and a rollick- 
ing ride taken by Martin Cronin, then chief 
of police, on his stalwart steed, Douglas. 
The column was somewhat in the nature of 
a humorous column, although in this partic- 
ular edition there was quite a discourse on 
the proper training of horses, which were 
then being \primed to run rather long races, 
to do a mile‘in four minutes. As some mod- 
ern horseman remarked when reading this 
column: “‘Those stalwart stallions would be 
left at the pust today if they were running 
at Laurel or Pimlico.’ 

The theater in Washington received about 
a quarter of a column in the first edition of 
The Post, under the title, “Amusements.” 
The. National Theater presented the play, 
“Forbidden Fruit.” It was labeled by the 
reviewer a& having been “received with more 
loud laughter than the play in itself de- 
serves.’’ Plays then did not run the full 
week, as there is mention of another play, 
“Our Bachelors,” to be put on the following 
night. In the advertising columns of the 
same newspaper, the National Theater ad- 
vertises the ‘‘funniest of plays, Dion Bouci- 
cault’s ‘Forbidden Fruit,’ with Stuart Rob- 
son and William H. Crane, to be played the 
first four nights of the week; with ‘Our 
Bachelors’ filling out the remainder of the 
week, on Friday and: Saturday nights, with 
a matinee Saturday.” The Opera House at 
that time housed an Irish play, “‘Trodden 
Down.” At the Theater Comique, celebrated 
in the annals of Washington theatricals, 
‘“‘Blue Beard” was on the stage, 

The Post carried news of, Annapolis under 
the title, ‘‘Annapolis Annals.’’ Therein were 
contained all the daily activities of the fa- 
mous Maryland town. 

When The Post came into vogue, temper- 
ance was quite a subject. The Rechabites, 
Jonadabs, Dashaways, Sons of Tempersnce 
and Good Templars were all leading societies 
in the temperance reform movement. 

Precious little society news found its way 
into the paper, though there was the. usual 
column of vital statistics, under which were 
lodged the ‘‘Married,”’ ‘Died’ and ‘‘Birth’’ 
columns. Only two columns of advertising 
occupied the entire paper, and these were on 
page 3, led off by the ad of R. H. Harvey, 
undertaker. 

The big ‘‘ad”’ of the day was that of George 
C. Henning, dealer in ready-made clothing, 
and this occupied a two-column width with 
about a two-and-a-half-inch depth. What 


, might be called a display ad in those days 


would be merely a slight stir in the advertis- 
ing pages of today. 

The Henning establishment was located 
at 410 Seventh street northwest, next door 
to the present store of Lansburgh. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Isaac Gans, treasurer of Saks & 
Co., his firm bought out the Henning estab- 
Ushment, took Mr. Henning into partnership 
when the business was run unser the name 


. water, Mr. Henning 
terest Wa bought out, the firm becam 
Saks & Co., and Mr. Hennings was made 
president of the newly formed Traders’ Bank, 
which occupied the site at Tenth and D 
streets northwest, where the Franklin Bank 
afterward came to carry on business. 

Few of the present-day concerns, with the 
exception of the National Theater, were ad- 
vertisers in the first edition of The Washing- 
ton Post Until a few years ago the George 
W. Cochran Co., tobatrconists, maintained .an 
hment here, and this ad graced th? 
old paper. There were boarding house ads, 
and furniture ads, and ads of dry goods 
houses galore, but no names Known to the 
present generation. 

The railroads—the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the Pennsylvania—were then lavish in their 
display of time tables, buying each a quarter 
of a column to inform the people of Wash- 
ington when trains left this city for all the 
important points of the country; or, as the 
ids declared, to “‘The North and West, North- 
west and Southwest.”’ The trains of the 
‘“Pennsy”’ then left Washington from the 
depot at the corner of Sixth and B streets 
northwest, as specified in the ad; but fie 
B. & O. was more reticent, merely saying they 
left the city, 

Under the title, ‘‘Watches,” the old jewelry 
shop of W. M. Galt & Co. advertised all the 
“finer grades of English, Swiss and American 
timepieces, at very low prices.” 

Thus, there are only two Washington estah- 
lishments of the present day represented in 
the first advertising columns of The Wash- 
ington Post-——The National Theater and Gy t 
& Co., jewelers. i 

The back page of The Post was a ho 
podge, its first column leading off with “The 
Arrival and Departure of Passenger Train * 
Then came a list of local items, under the 
caption, ‘‘The City in Brief.’’ Herein was 
found such startling information: “Trismus 
nascentium is the new disease puzzling the 
Board of Health. Pat Curtin is to make im- 
provements by the erection of three me. 
story brick buildings, corner of D 
Eleventh streets. Hon. Bayliss W. Hang, 
of Indiana, is in the city for a few days. His 
wonderful stories are told at Willard’s. The 
narrowest of the streets of Washington, as 
originally laid ort, is South W, being only 440 
feet wide, the widest, west Sixteenth,” 1606 
feet wide. Dr. Mary Walker trips along the 
sidewalk these sparkling December days with 
a parasol spread to the full extent. The Doc 
is particular about her complexion. The 
undertaker next door to The Post objects 
to the sound of our machinery. We object to 
the sound of the undertaker’s hammer and 
to his lugubrious hearse, which is nearly al- 
ways in front of our establishment.” 

The citizens of Washington were informéd 
through The Post of all the activities of the 
Postoffice Department, the subhead being, 
‘‘Mail Service of the United States.” There 
Was an item dealing. with the Oldest Inhabit- 
ants Association, the occasion being the regue 
lar monthly meeting. The various depart- 
ments were covered, and the report of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners duly displayed. 
There were intersting items from Brightwood 
and from Alexandria. 

The law courts, under a caption, “How 
Justice Was Administered Yesterday,” were 
given half a column of type. and, last but not 
least, prominent hotel arrivals were listed. 
The hotels at that time were the Arlington, 
Wormley’s, Riggs, Willard’s, Imperial, Na- 
tional, Metropolitan and Ebbitt. Oh, yes. 
Georgetown had space devoted to its general 
activities. These were set forth in this way. 
“Items Picked Up by Reporters Yesterday.” 

The first copy of The Washington Post, 
‘published Thursday, December 6, 1877, sold 
for 3 cents. It gave on its masthead the place 
of publication, “Post Building, 914 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue (Old Chronicle Building).”

ARRY was only 17 when he started 
joy riding. 
“It’s a cinch,” Harry boasted to 
himself. ‘All you’ve got to do is 
grab a car and take yourself for a ride.” 

The unlocked car of the careless motorist 
provided Harry with ample opportunity for 
a whirl over the opulently shaded avenues 
of Washington. Sometimes Harry would find 
the car door locked, but with the transmis- 
sion or ignition key in place. Harry then 
discovered it a simple matter to raise the 
floor boards of the car when they were not 
fastened to the frame, reach up inside the 
car and open the door. Or, if the floor 
boards happened to be fastened down, Harry 
learned all it was necessary for him to do 
was to apply pressure to the handle of the 
door, usually with a wrench, force the lock 
and swing the door open. 

Harry was learning fast. 

He should worry that his father couldn't 
afford a car. There were plenty of parked 
cars to which he might help himself. It was 
great fun shooting away in another’s car un- 
der the eyes of a cop straightening out a 
traffic tangle. 

Harry meant no wrong—at first. Vaca- 
tion days hung heavily upon Harry’s hands. 
Harry’s father hadn’t the money to send him 
to a beach. So the city streets became his 
playground while his more fortunate high 
school chums were fishing or swimming down 
on Chesapeake Bay. .

Many pages of bunk have been ground out 
by those who preen themselves upon knowing 
all about juvenile delinquency, Degenerate 
youths are singled out as typical of a rising 
generation supposed to be turned topsy-turvy 
by a general loosening of the social structure 
bequeathed by the World War. But-——— 

‘“Tt’s a mistake to think that boys and 
girls of today are any worse than in previous 
generations,” says Dr. H. M. Adler, noted 
Chicago criminologist. ‘‘As a matter of fact, 
juvenile delinquency is on the decrease all 
over our country. 

“The critical age in young people is from 
17 to 25. It is during this stage that our 
most dangerous criminals are developed. Our 
purpose in searching for criminal tendencies 
in children is to protect the community, and 
to make it a safe place to live in. The State 
doesn’t want revenge; it wants adequate pro- 
tection, 

“Schools should be on the alert for crim- 
inal tendencies in children When a little 
child enjoys being cruel to animals, it is time 
to watch that child. Callousness and cruelty 
are sure indications of a criminal] instinct. 

“An ideal solution would be a two-way 
State institution—between the State reform 
school and the State prison—where individu- 
als who are not hardened criminals could 
either be restored to society quickly or placed 
behind the bars. 

‘Parole is more successfu! than probation, 
because it continues penal authority and 
watchfulness after the prisoner is released.” 

Capt. Conner probably could be quoted cor- 
rectly to the same effect. if talking for pub- 
lication were permissible within the walls 
of silence which surround the Department of 
Justice where minor officials are concerned. 

You begin to realize that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is taking time by the forelock, in 
accordance with such ideas as those expressed 
by Dr. Adler, when you dig into the amazing 
record of automobile thefts compiled at the 
headquarters here of the American Automo- 
bile Association.

Every citizen has as good a right to 
be protected by the laws from malig- 
nant, scandal and false charges’ and 
defamatory imputations as a member 
of Congress has to utter them in his 
seat. If it were otherwise, a man’s 
character might be taken away with- 
out the possibility of redress, either 
by the malice, or indiscretion, or over- 
weening self-conceit ot, a member of 
Congress.” ;

At other times he is like a colt in 
a paddock, running about and kicking 
his heels in the air. Like the buffalo, 
he is very much on the alert. And, 
like many a human being, he dashes 
away from the slightest alarm, only to 
draw up after a wild gallop and wonder 
what it’s all about. 

The zebra is an animal with an in- 
teresting personality. He is silly and 
stupid. He often seems to stampede for 
the very deviltry of it, and is a great 
hand to stampede other game. He is 
# first-class rowdy, always snapping 
and quarreling among his own’ kind,

I think all rhinos must wake up in 
the morning In a bad humor. As a 
sample of their petulance I recall one 
night when we were caniping in tents 
on the side of a hill. Saunderson was 
below Osa and me at the edge of our 
line. Right in the middle of the night 
an old rhino came along and stuck 
her head through Sanderson’s tent 
flap. 

There was only one thing for the 
startled man to do. He kicked the in- 
truding lady in the face and scrambled 
ous through the back of the tent. 
Whereupon the “lady” charged. She 
took tent and pole off with her at a 
gallop down the trail into the forest. 

The hippopotamus belongs to the 
same class of large animals as do the 
elephant and rhino. But if the ele- 
phant is a scholarly gentleman and 
the rhino a thundering old grouch, the 
hippo can be personified only as the 
sort of fat fellow who sits on the back 
porch without ‘his collar of hot after- 
noons while his wife takes in washing 
for a living. 

There is nothing more soothing to the 
nerves than to see a balloon-like hippo 
half submerged in a nice, muddy river 
chewing its cud as if nothing in the 
wide world mattered. Indted, nothing 
does matter to these placid beasts s0 
long as there is water and fodder 
enough to go around. 

A hippopotamus is very comical when 
frightened. Like an obese ignoramus 
not used to being disturbed, he loses 
his head in emergency and is quite 
incapable of doing anything about the 
danger which threatens him. 

I remember coming upon a pair in 
a big river pool one hot afternoon. Im- 
mediately they submerged like a pair 
of fat submarines. I think they must 
have doubled their feet up under them, 
for the water was very shallow. But 
they could not stay under the water 
for any length of time, since all hippos 
must come up to breathe. 

Sure enough, in a few minutes two 
wide snouts came panting and snort- 
ing to the scummy surface. When the 
beady eyes discovered that I was still 
there a great commotion ensued. More 
diving and snorting and frantic fat 
efforts. 

The encounter ended tamely enough 
when both beasts got out of breath 
and decided that it was no use to 
scramble any longer. They simply set- 
tled down in the migdle of the pool 
with snouts and eyes just above the 
surface and waited calmly for the end— 
whatever that might be—only hoping 
against hope that théy’d be left in 
peace. 

The smaller four-legged animals are 
in some ways less distinctive in their 
human traits than the big ones. Yet 
they present many exaggerated human 
characteristics. 

The African wild buffalo, for in- 
stance, is exactly like a man who is al- 
ways being stampeded by the latest ru- 
mor. He is continually and unneces- 
sarily on the alert; not sensibly, like 
the cat family, but in a silly, appre- 
hensive way that must take much of 
the. joy out of his life.

It makes 
no difference; he is always nervous and 
ready to enjoy a panic at the slightest 
provocation. I have seen buffalo at

peaceful as a Sunday-school picnic.

As two fight- 
ers dash through the herd, others turn 
and snap angrily at them, often kicking 
out with a vengeance and no little ac- 
curacy. 

One scrawny little follow -used to 
come down near our blind day after 
day. As he was too young to be alone, 
I concluded that his mother must have 
been Killed by a lion or leopard. Zebras, 
you know, are the lion’s favorite food. 
This particular youngster was frail and 
terrified. Once for three days straight 
he came near the waterhole, but was 
too frightened to drink. I suppose he 
may have seen his mother killed. Fin- 
ally he could stand it no longer 
Trembling in every limb, he walked 
right into the water and drank until it 
seemed he would burst. 

Like the zebra, the giraffe is also an 
appetizing dish for the lion This 
distressing when one sees how kind and 
gentle this creature is. I look on the 
giraffe .as the true aristocrat of the 
jungle. His manners are always im- 
peccable; his bearing is dignified, and 
his bearing toward other beasts is full 
of the utmost good-natured tolerance 

The great trouble in the giraffe’s life 
is his grotesque figure. His legs are 
long and stiff, and his neck is limber. 
He has no way to make a single sound 
of warning or complaint and nature 
has endowed him with no practicable 
means of defense. I have heard it said 
that a giraffe can put up quite a fight 
with his forelegs, but I seriously doubt 
it. He just isn’t built for fighting. 

Time ‘and again my heart has been 
wrung by the sight of a giraffe that 
has become prey to one of the big 
flesh-eating animals. Once fF came 
upon one with the flesh ripped from its 
haunches, dying. There was no sign 
of a fight. Apparently the lion had 
left but a few moments before, as the 
animal's. big brown eyes were not yet 
glazed by death. 

Another time I came upon a mother 
giraffe d her baby which must have 
been born only the night before. I was 
able to get right up to the pair because 
the baby was not afraid and refused to 
follow its mother. She must have been 
expecting us to attack her any moment 
but she stuck it out and didn’t leave 
until her infant would go with her. 

The leopard is a killer. He is the 
gunman of the jungle. Also he its full 
of mystery; he makes little or no noise 
in his activities, and he charges unex- 
pectedly—a sinister shadow from no- 
where, bringing death with his final 
leap. 

The leopard is not so dignified as the 
lion, nor is he quite so sneaky as the 
hyena. He is a solitary worker, without 
companions and without the trust of 
any other animal in the jungle. . 

He does not have the courage always 
to eat in the open as the lion does. He 
kills and carries his prey away. He 
will carry up a tree an antelope weigh- 
ing half again as much as himself, lug- 
ging the carcass over his shoulder as 
a highwayman might carry a bag of 
loot. © 

One instance will show the deadly 
nature of this fellow. I was some dis- 
tance from camp with our truck one 
day. Rattray of the British settlement 
was with us. Osa shot a zebra, but 
unfortunately only wounded it. - 

“Let me get it for you,” suggested 
Rattray, who hopped out while he was 
speaking. He took his gun and started 
off in the direction of the \wounded 
animal, 

The zebra had fallen near some 
brush. Rattray said afterward that the 
first thing he saw was a grey shadow 
crouched behind the neck of the ani- 
mal, The next thing he knew this 
shadow was sweeping toward him over 
the ground almost with the speed of a 
bird, It was absolutely noiseless as it 
came. He knew at once it was a full- 
grown leopard charging him. He fired 
and missed. ‘The next cartridge of his 
double-barreled piece failed to go off. 
In another instant the leopard was 
upon him with its fangs at his throat. 

When we rescued the poor chap his 
clothes and flesh were ripped horribly 
from head to foot. It was two years 
before he finally recovered from this 
assault. 

On the trail of lions and leopards we 
always find jackal and hyena. The na- 
tives say that the former are special 
friends of lions and help them to find 
their prey.. I do know that I have seen 
a jackal quietly wait a few feet away 
for a lion to have his fill ofa carcass 
and then come up for a meal without 
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objection from the larger animal. This, 
the natives say, is the way the lion 
pays the jackal for his help. 

But the wretched hyena does not 
stand in so well. I have seen one slink 
up when he thought the lion had gone 
away. Scarcely had he begun to feed 
when the big cat was aftér him. Once 
under such circumstances I saw a lion 
overtake a hyena and administer a 
blow that must have maimed the scala- 
wag for life. 

Around our Lake Paradise home we 
have thousands of baboons. Not all 
are in one herd, but in smaller groups 
or clans. In a Way they are the most 
entertaining of all the animals we 
know, because they are grotesquely like 
human beings. 

They are forever screeching and row- 
ing and fighting among themselves 
when they turn in at night. Apparent- 
ly there is a new series of combats 
every evening to see who will get the 
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Resting in the field. “Us”

pictures while a band of 
Meru blacks looks on. 


best crotches and branches for sleeping 
on. 

In one of our nearest groups there 1s 
a big male whom I have come to know 
because he seems so to resent the pres- 
ence of Osa and me in the neighbor- 
hood. He chatters and shakes his long 
arms when he sees us, and retreats, 
hurling maledictions on our heads. 

The baby baboons are very cute, but 
lead a terrible life, being mauled all, 
over the place by their elders. Where- 
ever they go on whatever they do they 
are cuffed and abused not only by 
parents but also by distant friends and 
relatives, 

There are many other animals we 
know and like and live with or near 
from day to day. And all have distinct 
personalities. Not all, however, do we 
know well enough to see in them those 
fascinating traits that make life in 
Africa so full of charm. For instance, 
there is the happy, gentle gazelle, with 
its tail that is always wagging. We had 
a pet one for a while ywntil he drifted 
away into the jungle ard never came 
back. There are the birds and the rare 
animals, such as the okapi; there are 
the strange reptiles, not by any means 
so repulsive as.is often thought. 

After all, man, about whom our 
thoughts so closely revolve, is in God’s 
eyes just another animal, 

One day at Paradise my Meru car- 
penter came running to the door of my 
laboratory very much excited and 
shouting in Swahili: “Elephants! Ele- 
phants!” 

This wasn’t exactly news, for the 
woods about us were full of the big 
animals. But I grabbed my big Akeley 
camera and tripod and followed the 
man to the back of the shack, hoping 
as usual to yet something out of the 
ordinary. There in the open scrub 


about two hundred yards away were° 


fifteen elephants, several bulls, four or 
five cows, three half-grown animals and 
two babies. They were all just feeding 
along as comfortably as could be, 

Of course, I started to grind out film. 
When I had turned down about 200 
feet what was my surprise to see Osa 
duck up between me and the elephants 
and shout: “What are you doing? 
Have you gone crazy?” There she was, 
weeding her ctrawberries in the garden 
not a hundred yards from the herd 
of wild elephants and blissfully igno- 
rant of its presence. Our calling back 
and forth, and the movements of the 
boys about the camp finally caused the 
beasts to move on down toward the 
lake, but not before I had another good 
view filmed of elephant life. 
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Years ago in Kansas as a small boy— 
long before I ever dreamed I'd go to Af- 
rica to live--I watched the big grayish 
black beasts waddle by oncircus day with 
their curious shuffling walk. They 
looked so slow and stupid, so indifferent 
to what went on about them, so gro- 
tesquely out of place amid the trum- 
pery of civilization, that even as a 
small boy I wondered vaguely what 
they might be like in their own native 
haunts. 

As I grew older I picked up the 
traditional beliefs about the elephant. 
I learned to think of him as a mix- 
ture of viciousness and sagacity when 
he was aroused, and as a profoundly 
dumb brute when left to his own de- 
vices. I knew he was trained at haul- 
ing teak in India and at doing mean- 
ingless tricks in America. 

I heard many tales of the elephant’s 
power of memory and desire for re- 
venge. “Don’t feed the elephant” was 
a sign we all knew was based on, the 
fact the beast might become violent if 
given red pepper instead of peanuts. An 
elephant killed a man in Brooklyn who 
burned his tusk with his lighted cigar. 
“Alice,” one of the New York Zoo col- 
lection, vented her anger by rushing 
into the reptile house and throwing 
the concrete floor glass show cases 
filled with poisonous snakes. And s0 on 

To the lay eye, the African elephant 
seems the same animal as the Indian 
elephant, which is the species always 
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vitation to do battle. He lowered his 
head and made for the oncoming train. 
Once on the tracks he met it almost 
exactly head-on. The engineer had no 
time to stop. Probably he was s0 
cumfounded by the sight of the huge 
beast galloping toward him that he 
was powerless to act. Engine and ele- 
phant collided with a terrific crash. 
The latter’s massive head was caved in 
and he was instantly killed. But the 
momentum of his enormous carcass, 
weighing several tons, did its work. The 
engine was derailed and its front end 
crushed to a shapeless mass 

Contrast the atmosphere around Lake 
Paradise, where Osa rushed in one 
morning from her garden with -flushed 
face and flashing eyes, exclaiming 

“Oh, I think it’s mean of them!” 

“Who?” I snapped, wondering an- 
grily if the natives had been misbe- 
having. 

“Those elephants. They've 
my vegetable garden again!” 

Wild elephants, too; wild and free as 
the mammoth and mastodon were in 
their day, and nearly as big. 

As I said before, I think our guide 
Boculy—knows more about elephants 
than any man living. He could study a 
single elephant track and usually in a 
few minutes tell me just how many) 
there were in the herd, where they had 
gone what they were doing and what 
we should do to find and photograph 
them. 

He was an absolutely tireless fellow. 
Indeed, he never could understand any 
of the rest of us getting tired. Time 
and again he walked us for three or 
four hours up and down hills and 
across rough, sun-scorched stones, uwn- 
til we would call a halt in sheer ex- 
haustion

When he made up his mind that we 
were not finding game for one of thest 
reasons he usually insisted on giving 
up the hunt for the day and would not 
any farther. 

Early in our stay I explained to Bo- 
culy I planned to do a lot of photo- 
graphic work of animals from the pro- 
ction of blinds This, I told him, 
would give me a chance to observe 
them in an undisturbed state. But 
he only ied and said something 
bout knowing what 1 was say- 
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himself when he didn’t come on the 
elephants as soon as he thought he 
ought to. He'd stop and look at the 
ground and say, “Yes, yes.” Then 
shake his head and slowly say, “No, no.” 
At last he would suddenly exclaim, 
“Yes!"”" with conviction, and we would 
be off to find another herd of ele- 
phants before an hour passed. 

When the time*tame for us serlously 
to take the trail we didn’t have to go 
far for a great deal of our best film. I 
simply talked things over with Boculy, 
decided on how and where we should 
operate and organized my safari, or 
field exhibition, to suit. 

There was one particular herd I had 
been wanting to get at for months. It 
wasn’t large, but there were some young 
ones in it which I wanted to photo- 
graph. We finally set off after it fully 
equipped with plenty of porters for our 
gear and with food for about two weeks’ 
travel, 

We camped near the edge of the 
jungle after a march of nearly 20 miles. 
About 5 the next morning Boculy woke 
us. He whispered something about ele- 
phants in my ear I hurried out of! 
the tent and saw ten elephants walk- 
ing quietly along about 400 yards away. 
Two were young that they looked 
like Christmas toy They were tod- 
dling, bumping up against their moth- 
ers and stopping and turning around 
just like children on a street. Each 
mother would turn argund every now 
and then ‘and slap her offspring with 
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We liecft camp after breakfast. 
an hour later we were stopped sud- 
denly by Boculy, who stepped softly 
back with his hand raised for silence. 
Ahead of us were seven elephants, just 
beside the trail. I ran back a few 
steps and motioned for the camera 
boys to hurry. We set up the cameras 
as quickly as we could; but the ele- 
phants walked into the brush, feeding 
as they went,

[I had just about decided that they 
were going to have a sleep under cover 
when I heard a noise on the other side 
of the trail. More elephants had come 
up. I crept ahead and saw three. They, 
too, were settling down for a sleep in 
the dark forest, where it would be im- 
possible to make pictures. Boculy was 
annoyed with me. He could never un- 
derstand that I needed plenty of light 
for pictures. He thought my magic box 
ought to be able to see in the dark as 
well as in the light, certainly if it were 
magic enough to reproduce moving 
creatures months later. 


We didn’t dare disturb the elephants. 
Had they stampeded us we never could 
have escaped them. ‘There were no trees 
to climb, and their anger at being 
waked up would have been uncontrol- 
lable. I had the cameras gathered up 
and hurried my party along the trail, 
hoping that we should meet some ele-

This is one of the thrills of our work, 
Itvis never possible to tell whether the 
death with which we are surrounded in 
many forms is going to descend upon us 
or going to evaporate. Whichever hap- 
pens it usually happens quickly and 
without much warning. 

We found the trees full of parrots on 
our way home. I could not photograph 
them on account of the. places they

They were 
beautiful parrots, all of vivid green 
with blue and red in brilliant shades 
under their \/ings.

A large bunch of baboons 
had settled down for sleep. When they 
saw us they came shinning down the 
trees all around us. Some of them slid 
down in such a rush that their hands 
and feet must have been blistered. 
Sometimes six or seven would collide 
with one of another, landing on eacR

seen in circuses. The reason for this 
choice is that the Hindu for centuries 
has‘ domesticated elephants for , pur- 
poses of labor and transportation. An 
African native shrinks from such in- 
quadrupeds. 
Hence, the African elephant has long 
had cause to fear man, if only through 
constant threat of the ivory hunters. 

We don’t shoot. elephants or any- 
thing else at Lake Paradise. Our chief 
work consists solely of filming wild 
game in its natural habitat. As a re- 
sult there has grown up among the 
elephant herds in our vicinity none of 
the terror and vindictiveness so often 
reported from India, where herds at- 
tack native villages en masse and do 
terrible damage. 

Two incidents, while somewhat ex- 
treme, illustrate what I,mean. About 
20 years ago a train on the railway in 
Burma was attacked by an elephant. 
The engineer whistled as he took the 
grade.

For the finest films of ele- 
phants which I took were made right 
out in the open. 

I had many a lesson in trailing ele- 
phants from Boculy without his know- 
ing it. One day he walked along look- 
ing at some tracks which were at least 
24 hours old. He was talking to him- 
self most of the time. Now and then 
he would stop and look at the track 
and point in the direction he evidently 
thought the animal might have gone. 
He wouid then pick a twig or leaf up 
and name the hour it had been chewed 
on. Presently he was. tracking over 
short grass where there wasn’t a single 
sign visible to my untrained eye, not 
a smear of mud or dirt left by the ani- 
‘mal’s food. -Finally, he would take 
scent like a bloodhound, go off like an 
arrow and in a few minutes turn 
around with a grin, pointing to the 
elephant he had been following. It 
Was “uncanny. :

her trunk. This would make the little 
fellow squeal and he would trot along 
obediently again. 


Two more were about 6 months old. 
They were very solemn, even more so 
than the grown-up ones. But every 
now and then they would get bored 
with the march they were on and 
start to wander off. A severe grunt 
from one of the older ones would bring 
them back into line. 

We hustled around and got our 
cameras ready. It was still too dark 
to photograph, but I thought we could 
follow without. the animals seeing us, 
especially as the wind was from them 
to us, 


Just before the sun came up the 
whole line walked along the top of a 
small hill, They came to a halt. Sil- 
houetted against the sky they made a 
wonderful picture, a picture of which 
I have often dreamed. I had seen films 
of camels silhouetted against the sky. 
At last I could make one of elephants. 
I lost no time In doing so, 


v 


a few steps. Right there beside him 
was the largest cobra I had ever seen. 
It was at least 10 feet long and as big 
around as my arm; it was lying flat, not 
coiled, as one would expect. Its head 
was about. 2 feet from the ground and 
its necK was spread out larger than 
my hand in anger. 


Boculy retreated trembling all over. 
He could hardly speak he was so terri- 
fied. He was not scared of elephants, 
but snakes always frightened him. Hop- 
ing to chase the reptile off the trail he 
carefully selected a stick from some 
dead brush beside the trail and threw 
it at the creature, The snake struck 
viciously at the piece just as it fell. 
We could have shot it, but did not 
want to disturb the elephants. 


While this snake interlude was go- 
ing on we made so much noise that we 
waked the herd. The first thing we 
knew 20 or 30 of the big animals were 
crashing over trees, banging into one 
another and creating a general pande-

WEALTH 


Venesuela Has It Now But 
Exploitation Is Expected to 
Start There Soon 


As yet the nation of Venezuela hag 
thought very little in terms of forestry, 
or forest practice, says the American 
Tree Association. About her larger 
cities, especially about her capital, Cara- 
cas, complete local devastation has been 
the rule. Along the coast, and along 
navigable rivers, the valuable species 
have been taken out, but a wealth of 
untouched forest remains. So for that 
reason, perhaps, Venezuela has not seen 
fit to set about planning any timber 
policy for the future, or restricting in 
any way the nation’s timber exploita- 
tion. So far the spirits friendiy to for- 
ests have protected those forests well. 
Inaccessibility, sparse population, hot 
climate and fear of disease have kept 
the white man out of the forested areas. 


But because of the great mineral] rew 
sources possessed by Venezuela, wide- 
spread exploitation of her forests is 
bound to come, and when it does come 
Venezuela will -learn, as other nations 
rave learned, that it is much easier to 
destroy her forests than to recreate 
them. 

Much more happily situated in regard 
to her forestry future is the colony of 
British Guiana. This, the only English 
colony in South America, resembles the - 
Orinoco section of Venezuela in that a 
great part of its area is covered with a 
thick, dense, unbroken carpet of timber 
growth, but unlike Venezuela. she has 
already begun to think-in terms of 
making her timber wealth perpetual. 
Fortunately all of British Guiana’s for- 
ests are under the ownership of the 
crown, and the colony has no problem 
of private ownership or private exploi- 
tation. It is unhampered in putting 
into effect whatever forest policy may ” 
se€m most wise. 


Accordingly several years ago British » 
Guiana established a department of for- _ 
estry, now under the leadership of a™ 
British forester with wide experience in | ~ 
India and Australia. The foresters there _ 
have gone about their problem in a 
plan-wise and ‘4ogical way, realizing’ 
that these forest represent orle of the ~ 
most valuable resources the colony 
possesses. They have mapped off those, — 
sections which give promise of having — 
early commercial importance, and each | 
year they are sending crews back to e8- 7 
timate the amount and kind of mere” 
chantable timber they contain. 

British Guiana is fortunate, too, ! 
having large areas of valuable timbe 
growing directly along the. banks of 
streams that are navigable by ocean¢ 
going vessels. This is going to me 
that much of the timber will be 1 
directly on ships for export without ex+ 

rehandling. —

Even though I was having trouble with 
ny leg again, I was feeling buoyed up 
shortly before, an Englishman 
I had met had invited me to a holiday 
dinner with him when I was broke and 
lonely and had’ offesed me a position 
tutoring his two children. The job was 
1 life-saver. Then, too, I was happy 
because I was dreaming of meeting 
Mussolini, Von Hindenburg and other 
men I had admired for a long time and 
had yearned to know.” 

The red-lett-r day, the blazing, glit- 
tering day on Ellery’s always crowded 
calendar, occurred one Friday—not a 
jinx day for him-—in Rome, when he 
managed to procure two appointments, 
one for a private audience with the 
Pope in the morning and one with 
Mussolini for later in the day.

ITH those two world-famous men 


scratched off the slate, Ellery 
Walter set off for Berlin and the really 
big catch—Von Hindenburg. That is, 
big so far as he was concerned, for it 
is obvious after listening to the lad 
that the German war lord has a high 
place in his gallery of gods. He was 
the most difficult celebrity to land, 
too, for Ellery was told at the American 
Embassy, through which he tried to 
arrange the interview, that several well- 
known Americans had come to see Von 
Hindenburg and had failed. 
“Ever since I was a small boy I had 
admired Von Hindenburg,” said the ad- 


venturer, telling about this meeting 
with his idol. “So I was mighty jubi- 
lant that day at 12 o’clock when, ac- 
companied by Ambassador Schurmann, 
I went to call on Von Hindenburg. A 
cabinet meeting was just breaking up 
and I met all the ministers, being iIn- 
troduced to them in turn by the 
American Ambassador. I also met Yon 
Hindenburg’s son. Never will I forget 
that moment when I saw President von 
Hindenburg for the first time. He Was 
in striking contrast to the Pope and 
Mussolini, so far as physical proportions 
went. He was 6 feet 5 inches tall, a 
magnificent figure of a man. 

“As he stood there in a doorway, 
with the light from a window directly 
behind him, he looked like a huge 
framed portrait. He wore a gray suit. 
His hair is snow-white. He is 81 years 
old, but what a man! So kindly and 
sympathetic, and with a fine, firm 
hand-grip. He had one of the kindest 
faces I have ever seen, and I was most 
of all impressed by «4 spiritual quality 
I sensed about him. I asked him for 
a message to bring back to America. 

“*Tell all the young men and every 
one you meet that the relations be- 
tween America and Germany are be- 
coming as friendly as they were before 
the war,’ he said. He was the best egg 
ever.” 

Ellery then returned to London, had 
more trouble with his leg and flew te 
Paris for an operation. And then, after 
many delays, he finally met Lloyd 
George. Some months before, through 
the Rev. J. D. Jones, C, H., an influen- 
tial man he had met in his travels, 
Ellery had received a telegram from 
Lloyd George inviting him to breakfast 
with him in London the Ist of May. 
But he was then in Paris and could 
not accept. When he returned to Eng- 
land he received another telegram in- 
viting him to luncheon, and this @n- 
gagement Lloyd George was obliged to 
break later. But finally there came an 
invitation from Megan, Lloyd George’s 
daughter, inviting him to dinner at 
Criccieth, in north Wales. 

“Lioy1 George was delighted with the 
picture of Mussolini and me, and I 
gathered that he was surprised and 
pleased to find the Italian premier such 
a short man, for Lloyd: Gec is him- 
self small of stature,” said A y. “But 
he has a tremendous amosut of per- 
sonality, is very distinguished looking, 
has long, flowing, white hair and great 
simplicity of manner. He looks like a 
fine country gentleman. I told him I 
had met Von Hindenburg and how 
much I liked him. 

“Lloyd George replied that Von Hin- 
denburg was a sensible man and a 
great influence in Germany. He Said 
he had asked Foch during the war 
what he thought of Ludendorf and 
Von Hin“enburg, and Foch had re- 
plied: 

“‘Tudendorf is a great soldier, but 
Von Hindenburg is a great patriot.’ 

“We talked real hot stuff and dis- 
cussed, among many things, the naval 
pact. Lloyd George invited me to 
spend the night at his home, but I 
had to catch the Irish Mail, and so he 
kindly had me driven to my destina-’ 
tion, 50 miles away, in his car.” 

The active, courageous youth, who 
worked his way around the world on 
crutches, stopping only for such emer- 
gencies as meetings with celebrities and 
operations on his leg, is also an author 
and lecturer. He has written and had 
published by Putnam's a book called

Nanking, (A.P.).—A tremendous vil- 
lage is this city of Nanking, newly es- 
tablished capital of Nationalist China. 
Its Main Street atmosphere will prob- 
ably cling for many years despite ef- 
forts to make a capital out of the town. 


Nanking has known better days, when 
emperors displayed themselves in gor- 
geous pageants before th:ir admiring 
subjects, when its massive walls over- 
looking wide lakes were scenes of ex- 
travagant revelries, when eunuchs, cour- 
tiers and courtesans vied with one 
another in currying favor with their im- 
perial masters. Nanking was the cap- 
ital of emperors whose reigns long ago 
passed into history. 


Today, instead of white horses draw- 
ing imperial chariots along:avenues of 
pines, are stracg.ing skin-diseased don- 
keys pulling loads of charcoal or broken 
bricks along alleys strewn with rubbish. 
Instead 6f troops back from the imper- 
jal wars there are diminutive soldiers 
in tattered uniforms. 
sare éverywhere. 


And yet, under poverty and disease, 
this village of 400,000 palpitates with 
new life. There is new blood; there are 
new hopes, new ideals. Today Nanking 


is the capital of the Republic of China. 


The traffic is becoming congested 
When before there was only the leisurely 
ricksha, there is now in addition the 
most modern of vehicles in its most 
entiovated forms. Automobiles attempt 
to make their way everywhere, but the 
majoricy of them have been used for 
years and been overhauled many times. 
They ply recklessly through the con- 
gested streets, followed by trailing

Officials are 
allowed no special privileges. A city 
magistrate was found playing mah- 
jongg in a sing-song girl’s house and 
he was fined, besides being removed 
from office. Nanking’s mayor has fole- 
lowed the lead of the national governe 
ment and is making his orders felt. 

The sing-song girls; mah-jongg play- 
ers, fortune tellers, and hotel keepers 
are strongly opposed to all this moral 
welfare work. The hotel keepers said 
a few sing-song girls and mah-jongg 
were necessary to running a2 hotel. 

The government replied the girls and 
the game were to go and they have °* 
gone. The fortune tellers petitioned ’ 
that they might continue, but their 
Stalls have been boarded up. The city 
government has deprived itself from 
much revenue by closing these places, 
but the Nationalists are determined. 
Even the beggars have come in for a 
heavy blow at the hand of the city and 
national authorities. The city must be 
rid of the mendicants, they say, and 
orders have gone out to enlist the beg- 


. gars into a labor corps and aise them in 


the work of the cleaning up the city. 
The Nationalist government is trying 
to do many things. The ministry of tn- 
terior has decreed that waste of food- 
stuffs or other products must cease. 
Banquets have been forbidden that 
there will be no waste and that the suf- 
fering among the poor may be lessened.
